Happy ending 
and beginning 


By the time this Issue of the News Is 
printed, a Sierra Madrean whom many of you 
know will have become reacquainted with her 
two children who have been absent from her 
life for a decade. 

Ten years ago the husband whom she had 
Just divorced kidnapped the children off the 
street In an eastern city, forcibly wresting them 
from her, placing them In a car. 

As the car sped away, she didn’t realize 
that was to be the last time she would see her 
two children, ages 8 and 10, for 10 years — until 
Wednesday morning, August 19. 

Of course, the father and children dropped 
out of sight. They disappeared and none of the 
usual sources revealed a clue. The only com¬ 
munication she had with them was through her 
former husband’s mother who delivered her 
letters and packages to the children for two 
years before she moved, leaving no forwarding 
address. 

After the local woman moved to the west 
coast, she continued to search for her children 
year after year but to no avail. 

Just when all leads seemed to be exhaust¬ 
ed, a friend sugested she search church re¬ 
cords. And that was when the trail surged hot 
and suddenly the city was revealed where the 
children — now young adults — were living with 
their father. 

Her friend dialed the number and handed 
the phone to the Sierra Madrean. She recog¬ 
nized the voice of her former husband who 
agreed that she should see the children. Yes, 
he was surprised — and glad — that she had 
found them. 

And after many phone calls back and 
forth between 3000 miles, the date for a reunion 
was set. And Tuesday evening the local woman 
boarded a plane for an eastern city In a state 
where she was bom and raised, married, had 
two children and was divorced. In a state where 
she was reunited with her daughter, 16, 
and her son, 20. 

Imagine that happy ending — and begin¬ 
ning — after 10 years of worry and wonder.

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Sierra Madreans Face City Disposai increase 


C-V Disposal Co., Sierra 
Madre’s contracted rubbish 
collector, is asking for an in¬ 
crease of approximately 251^o 
over their present prices. 

The current single family 
household curbside service is 
$25 per month which includes 
a SI administrative service fee 
to the city of Sierra Madre. 

A three-cubic-yard bin is 
$31.25 weekly which includes 


$2 service charge to the city 
of Sierra Madre. 

There are other special rates 
for duplexes, twice-a-week 
pickup and various sized 
bins. 

The commercial district is 
billed directly by C-V Dis¬ 
posal and usually amounts to 
whatever has been negotiated 
but not to exceed the regular 
rate schedule, according to 
City Administrator Jim Mc- 
Rea. 


The cost escalation request 
is still being negotiated and 

will be submitted to the Sierra 
Madre Qty Council next Tues¬ 
day, the same time as the 
public hearing. At that time 
the disposal company is ex¬ 
pected to ask for specific 
sums instead of the percent¬ 


age increase. 

Sierra Madre is not the 
only San Gabriel community 
facing an increase in rubbish 
collection. South Pasadena 
residents were staggered by a 
$1.31 per month increase Au¬ 
gust 1 totaling the cost to 
single family residences to 


$14.26. 

Pasadena’s rate is $9.54 
monthly and Alhambra is $4 
per month for curb service. 
San Marino has no municipal 
collection since each home- 
owner contracts with one of 
several companies in the area. 
Arcadia’s residents pay $4.20 
for curbside service.

The word comes from the 
pen of the Apostle Paul and 
is found in 1 Corinthians 
16:22. The passage was writ¬ 
ten with Paul’s own hand. 
“If any man love not the Lord 
Jesus Christ, let him be ana¬ 
thema (accursed). Marana¬ 
tha.” 

The word has retained its 
charm and appeal through 
centuries. Two thousand years 
later the word is still found 
in nearly every translation of 
the Bible. 

Maranatha was the myster¬ 
ious password of the early 
Christians — the greeting they 
gave each other when they 
met. 

It was used in benediction, 
at the celebration of the 
Lord’s Supper and was the 
final utterance of many early 
martyrs as they lay down 
their lives for the Gospel. 

Maranatha High School is an 
active member of the Associa¬ 
tion of Christian Schools In¬ 
ternational and participates 
regularly in its conventions, 
choir festivals, speech meets, 
student council retreats.
